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Romulus Voters Bucked Overall Trends 
in Gubernatorial, State Senate Races

Romulus voters found themselves 
opposed to the overall majority in a 
number of Tuesday's ballot issues, in- 
cluding the State’s gubernatorial race 
and the battle for Michigan's eighth 
Senate district. 

Although Republican Governor 
John Engler ended up winning an easy 
victory over Democratic challenger 
Geoffrey Fieger, things wouldhave been 
drastically different if the vote had been 
limited to Romulus residents, who chose 
Fieger over Engler by a 3,484—2,198 
margin. And Republican Senator Loren 
Bennett, who managedto defeat Demo- 
cratic opponent Ken Warfield by only a 
few percentage points, was Clearly not 
the candidate of choice in Romulus, 


where he received only 2,017 votes to 


Wartield's 3,512. 

Local voters also foundthemselves 
at odds with the overall majority when it 
came to two Wayne County measures, 
voting 2,459-2,095 against the ultimate- 
ly successful "tax allocation” proposal, 
and voting 2,673-2,376 in favor of a 
Wayne County Community College mil- 
lage proposal, which was defeated. 

One of the most hotly contested 
races facing area voters was between 
two attorneys seeking a seat on the 
bench of the 34th District Court. Here, 
Romulus voters found themselves in 
accord with the residents of Belleville, 
Huron Township, Sumpter Township, 
and Van Buren Township, supporting 
candidate Brian A. Oakley over his 
opponent, Norman C. Kohlstrand, by a 
margin of 3,266 votes to 1,644. 

"| can't tell you how happy — and 
humble —| feel right now," said the 
victorious Oakley. "! couldn't have won 
this election without a lot of hard work 
frommy many supporters. | was touched 
and amazed by the number of people 
who gave me not justtheir vote, but their 
precious time — volunteering at fund- 
raisers, making phone calls, campaign- 
ing door-to-door, putting up signs, and 
working the polls. These people believe 
in my honesty, my integrity, and my 
goals; they believe that | am the best 
man for the job. 

"|'m looking forward to taking up my 
new position and proving that their trust 
was well-placed."

Tutor Helps Students Improve 
Weaknesses, Build Strengths

For many local residents, the Ro- 
mulus school district's upcoming par- 
ent-teacher conferences will affordthem 
their first in-depth look into their child's 
performance during this still-young 
school year. For those who come away 
from these conferences realizing that 
their child needs additional attention, 
tutor Nancy Baziuk says she can help. 

"It's important to address academic 
problems as soon as possible so that 
students don't fall too far behind,” ex- 
plains Baziuk, who began tutoring chil- 
dren onan individual basis more than a 
year ago. "Most students have both 
strengths and weaknesses when tt 
comes to learning.

Later, as one of many young 
teachers forced into new careers due to 
job shortages, she began work in the 
field of sales and corporate manage- 
ment. Baziuk believes that her broad 
background — especially given her Cur- 
rent involvement with the computer in- 
dustry and other high-profile communi- 
cations technologies — makes her 
uniquely qualified to help students de- 
velop their own skills in preparation for 
life and work in the twenty-first century. 

"First of all," Baziuk said, "parents 
can rest assured that, because | have 
already become well acquainted with 
the educational philosophy of the Ro- 
mulus Community Schools, | will be 
able to work closely with them, their 
child, and their child's teachers to build 
a satisfactory, professional relationship. 
Although | am not an employee of the 
school district, | have gained a greal 
deal of insight into its goals and expec- 
tations through my involvement, as a 
private citizen, with the Romulus Com- 
pact Committee. Further, | have pur- 
sued training in ‘mastery learning, a 
concept that is endorsed and employed 
by teachers throughout the district. 

"| also believe that my extensive 
background in athletics gives me an 
added dimension as an instructor,” she 
continued. "Besides coaching sports at 
Marysville, |lspent 16 years as an aquat- 
ics instructor withthe Port Huron Recre-

ation Department, acted as the Physi- 
cal Program Director for the Port Huron 
YMCA, and have competed extensively 
in tennis and other sports. These expe- 
riences have taught me that there are 
many parallels between academics and 
athletics. For instance, to succeed at 
either one, a person must understand 
the important role that practice plays in 
developing skills. | am often able to use 
such parallels to find additional, more 
successful ways of reaching out to and 
communicating with students, andthat's 
always a big asset in teaching.” 

Although Baziuk's tutoring business 
focuses primarily on students from 
grades kindergarten through eight, she 
stresses the fact that her services can 
be valuable to students of any age — 
even adults seeking their GED. She 
believes that most parents will find her 
approach to teaching refreshingly 
"homegrown" — inotherwords, old-fash- 
ioned and down-to-earth. Because 
Baziuk feels that it is important for stu- 
dents to work in a comfortable atmo- 
sphere, she offers her clients the option 
of meeting in their own home, at the 
Romulus Public Library, or in her home- 
based office in Romulus.
